The inns arc generally 
only eating houses, and do not p 
vide lodging. The rear of the inns 
furnishes a courtyard, oftened gar- 
nished with a pig-stye, littered with 
fodder and pitchers and val.s contain- 
ing condiments, so much prized by 
the Koreans. A large iron cauldron 
for cooking food is placed in some 
convenient corner of the room, al- 
though it is always best, needless to 

say, for travelers to cook their own 
food in their own utensils. The 
guests' rooms arc quite without furni- 
ture, and contain nothing but a n 
mat spread over the mud floor and 
some blocks of wood for pillows. In 
the winter they are heated by nn

The eating-shop is quite open to 
the street with the exception of a 
shelf, on which the viands are I 
posed.

The GOMttti Dm Sowdt Muds, has 
an interesting account of the struggles 

ol a young French deaf-mute, Leon 
Morice, endowed with undoubted 
artistic talent but hampered in his 
aspirations by the want of money and 

patronage. 

His father was u wood carver. It 
was from watching his father trans- 
form blocks of wood into figures, 
draperies and ornaments that I 
quired from infancy a taste for the 
arts of imitation. He very early dis 
played rare aptitude for draw in 
sculpt ure. 

He attended a deaf school at La 
Foret seven years and was always one 
of the best scholars there and he ac 
quired a fair education. 

I ; pon leaving school, his father, 
wishing to cultivate his talent for 
sculpture, sent him to the Academy 
of line arts of Anders. There, ahme 
anion!,' his fellow learners all bearing 
and speaking, by his attention and 
zeal in the performance of duty, it 

was not lone- before he astonished his 
hearing competitors by outstripping 
them all, they regarding it specially 

humiliating to be excelled by a deal 
mute. For three successive years he 
ied off the first prize. 

At the end of this period it w as 
thought desirable to send him to 
Paris to perfect his mastery of his art 
studies. Hut he was a deaf-mute! 
He had no money ! Would it be 

prudent to push him so high. Would 

it not be luring him outside ol the his 
sphere ami exposing him to bitter 
disillusions V Besides, art is slow 
iii returns, and of all art. sculpture is 
(he most uureinunerat ive, marble 
and bronze Command immoderately 
high prices, beyond the reach of ordi- 
nary pocket books.

For some time past the theory has 
been gaining ground in this country, 
Germany, France, and England, that 

Stent hearing may be developed by 
age of the ear by means of sound 
vibrations, A number of speetalit 

and some schools for the deaf have 
given the subject considerable at- 
tention. 

In November last a boj 
bright, eight yeai 

ly deaf, and born of deaf parents, 
came to me for instruction. His 
family said that an attempt to de- 
velop hearing would be useless, as he 
had been examined by a number of 
specialists and found to be totally 
deaf. As tie interesting in 

that the boy was a congenital deaf- 
mute, whose parents were also deaf, 
anil because of his brightness, I tried 
to develop hearing. I began on his 
arrival to use with him for a short 
time each day an American conical 
conversation tube. For somewhat 
over a month the e.xere u-h 

day consisted of loud sounds of dif- 
ferent pitch -shouts, whist les, chords 

on the piano, etc., produced near the 

mouth piece of the tube ; after which 
the words: "the key, the hat, the 
mat, the jug. the saw, the adze, the 
cup. the box. the xase, the door, the 
quill, the knife," were plainly spoken 
through the tube, the pupil facing 
me, reading m\ lips, ami repeating 
the words. (The above twelve words 
contain all of the letters of the 
alphabet. It is hardly n< 
say that they do not include all of 
the sounds. | 

The first sign of encouragement 
came when the boy complained that 
the loud shouts were beginning to be 
disagreeable. I then spoke the words 
" oat and "d inie loudly 

and plainly, through the tube. He 
read them from my lips and repeated 
them, after which he turned his back, 
and repeated eitherword wh< 
uttered it at the mouth piece of the 
tube. After drilling on the words 
"cat" and "dog" for a few dayi 
third word was added, and he has at 

this time become able to differentiate 

between and repeat eight words when 
spoken through the tube. The sound 
and meaning of a new word is taught 
every lew days, and he is taught to 
irliciilate it. | With a person who 
litis never heard, it is necessary not 
only to develop the hearing apparatus 
so that the brain ous of 

sound, but thi> brain must be educated
